My SX-42 had two such difficulties. First, the crystal had to be 
dissassembled and cleaned to get it working again. The contacts and 
the crystal were both cleaned, as I recall. 


The second IF transformer in my Halli is not quite right. It does not 
have the Q it is supposed to, or fro some other reason it does not 
overcouple the windings properly. Thus the mid- and wide-band 
settings do not have the right flat-topped shape (sweep gen test).
